The accused wa« 
arrested yesterday In Ban Diego, Cal., 
with his wife and children. All are ac- 
cused of the murder of/Fred Mas»l'» 
first wife In this city May SO. Lemon 
ft Letndn have been retained as law- 
yers. The latter are regarded as the 
ahrwedest criminal lawyers In De.Wltt 
county. The money has been furnish- 
ed by Mrs. Samuel Magill on account 
of the accused man. She lives In a 
palatial 
home 4n this city, costing 


1800,000. 
The messtge retaining the Lemon 


brothers was dated San Dieg* and read 
as follows: 


MAG ILL'S MESSAGE. 


"Consider yourself retained in our 
case. Will return voluntarily without 
extradition.—Fred H. Magill." 
This message was preceded by a ser- 
ies at others which passed between 
Magill and his rich aunt and which 
assured him of the family's financial 
support, Earler in the day Magill's 
father-in-law, 
Walter Graham, em- 
ployed John Fuller, for eight 
years 
prosecuting attorney, a man of Lin- 
colnesque mold and a remarkable law- 
yer, to defend his daughter. 
Facing this array of legal talent en- 
trenched behind bulwarks of „ money 
stands Arthur F. Miller, the 
young 
state's attorney, backed by a firm be- 
lief 
that Magill's wife came to her 
death by foul means. That the battle 
will be the bitterest ever fought in 
EfeWltt county, that families and busi- 
ness associates will be estranged and 
that 
the 
whole community will be 
broken into factions is now admitted 
on all sides. 
WILL EXHUME BODY. 
Tomorrow or Tuesday Coroner Cy- 
rus Jones will exhume Pet Magill's 
body for an autopsy. 
Dr. C. M. Barnes 


of Decatur, Attorney E. B. Mitchell and 
some Chicago chemists who have not 
been decided upon will examine the 
organs and subject them to a chemi- 
cal examination for poison. 
At the 
coroner's Inquest no autopsy was held, 
in fact, so little effort was made to 
ascertain the cause of the woman's 
death that a storm of public indigna- 
tion has descended on the heads of the 
coroner's jury. 
In the autopsy now 
planned all of the organs will be sub- 


jected to the minutest scrutiny. 
The 
fact that the body of the woman has 
lain for nearly two months in the .grave 
will, ii Is believed', militate seriously 
against obtaining definite results. 
Be- 
fore he^elt for the West, State's At- 
torney Milter gave out a strong Inter- 
view, Jn .which he declared his convlc- 
ton that Magill murdered his wife. 


POSITIVE 6F GUILT. 


"I am as positive that Fred Magill 
killed his wife," said the prosecutor, 
"as I am that, the woman is dead. 
I 
have 
re%nhe'cl 
this 
conclusion 
not 
hastily, not by jumping at conclusions, 
but by a careful, painstaking survey 
of the evidence. 
Throughout this in- 
quiry I have not been mwed by a de- 
sire to fasten this crime on Fred 
Magfll. 
For a long time I stood out 
Against the strong current of public 
bpinion that he was the slayer of his 
wife, but the facts could not be de- 
nied. Gradually, as the evidence began 
to accumulate, I became convinced that 
he was the murderer, and now as I 
am preparing to leave for the West to 
bring him back here to face a jury 
that conviction in my mind has become 
a certainty 
I was not the first to come 


to this conclusion. 
« Members <of the' 
Board of Supervisors, to whom I am re- 
sponsible for my official acts, kept 
urgirfs me to arrest Magill weeks be- 
fore I had reached any conclusion In 
the case. 


MAGILL'S CAREER. 


Fred Magill is 38 years of age, and 


has spent his entire life in Clinton He 
is of a wealthy family, and has inher- 
ited a good-sired fortune, dissipating 
nearly every cent of it. In 1892 his 
father died, leaving him $50,000. 
In 
two years he was almost penniless. 
He then decided to go to work and was 
given a position as assistant cashier in 
the John Warner bank, a post that he 
held until a short time ago, when he 
resigned, following the sudden death of 
his wife on May 30th last. He also 
secured some money from a settlement 
of his 
father's 
estate, $8000 
being 
turned over to him last fall. This mon- 
ey lasted until spring, according to 
reports. 
Perhaps the most peculiar and cer- 
tainly one of the most important fea- 
tures of the case is*^ the letters pur- 
porting to have been left by the dead 
woman. Their substance Is as fol- 
lows: 


LETTERS IN CASE. 


"Dear Fred:—You know that I have

always loved you and I count on that 
love now to forgive me for tills act. 
You were always good to me. We have 
had no quarrel in the flve or six years 
since you'gave over your wild ways. 
When I think of these things It grieves 
me that I mHst do what I am about to 
do. I ask you, as my final request, to 
tdke good care of Margaret. You are 
au she has to depend upon. I want 
you whenever you are In doubt to ask 
her to ask advice of Fay Graham. I 
hope your folks will be good to you 
and her. Good-bye forever—Pet."

Magill was married to Miss Fay E 
Graham at the county courthouse /July 
5 by "Parson" Tom Uzzed, a county 
commissioner with an office at 
the 
courthouse, and pastor of the People s 
Tabernacle. The couple was accompa- 
nied by Magill's 18-year-old daughter, 
and all seemed in a very happy and 
jovial frame of mind. 
At the marriage license bureau the 


license clerk mistook Miss Magll! for 
the prospective bride and began ask- 
ing the usual questions, when Magill 
corrected him, saying 
"Not this one (Indicating his daugh- 
ter), but this one over hcre,"»polnting 
to Miss Graham. 
After the ceremony the couple spent 
a day or two in Denver and then pro- 
ceeded by easy stages to San Diego, 
where all are now lodged in Jail.

rounded his home, but he escaped and 
fled to Oakland, where he was em- 
ployed at'the restaurant of Owen & 
Starr, .on Twelfth street. 
His capture was brought about by

William Dlneen, whose husband 
also was an employe of the restaurant. 
Greenwood was then going under the 
name of Johnston, and occasionally 
using the alias, of Robert Efferson. 
After having been Introduced to Mrs. 
Dlneen at her home on West. street 
the two became friendly, and In con- 
fidence Greenwood told her he was 
accused of the crime and that a price 
was on his head. 


ANONYMOUS LETTER.

The Problem Demanding Settlement

moment b to ascertain by judicial pfocett who is tegtlljr Mayor of 
the city. Discussing who shall be Mayor is a mere abstraction com- 
pared to the pressing importance of luring the courts determine 
ia the briefest time possible in whom the official authority i* realty 
lodged. It may turn out that all this Mayor-making connubiating is 
cxrty adding new difficulties to the work of reconstructing the 
municipality politically. There are enough tangles in the skein 
already. 


Messrs Langdon and Heney are positive that Sehmitz ceased 


to be Mayor when he .received sentence. Schmitz's attorneys are 
equally positive that he is stiH Mayor and cannot be removed till 
the Supreme Court passes on his appeal, provided his term does not 
expire while the appeal is pending. According to their view, Gal- 
lagher, the president of the Board of Supervisors, b acting Mayor 
white Sehmitz is legally incapacitated by being incarcerated in jail. 
II this view be correct, Boxton has no standing whatever. As he 
resigned from the Board prior to his election by his colleagues and 
brothers in crime, he is neither Supervisor nor Mayor, if Messrs. 
Campbell, Metson, Drew and Barrett's interpretation of the law 
be correct. If £chmitz is still Mayor in law Gallagher is Mayor in 
fact by virtue of charter provision. 


But Gallagher is not exercising the functions of Mayor. Bdxton 


is attempting to do so, but Sehmitz is issuing orders to the 
subordinate officers of the municipality not to obey him. The 
Auditor and Treasurer, who are responsible on their official bonds 
for any money paid out without authority of law, decline to take 
the peri! and responsibility of deciding who is Mayor. The final 
decision must be given by the courts anyway, and it is neither wise 
nor just to force an alternative on officials regularly elected and 
not involved in criminal scandals when an issue can be made up 
and rushed to an immediate conclusion before the only proper trib- 
unal. Doubtless the higher courts will take judicial cognizance of 
public nect ssity and the acuteness of the situation, and put aside 
everything else to hear and determine who is Mayor and how the 
authority of the municipal executive may be exercised. 


According to contention, San Francisco has a de jure Mayor, a 


de facto Mayor and a usurping Alayor. On whom does the mantle 
of authority lawfully rest? Schmitz has been convicted and com- 
mitted to jail, bail being denied that he may be legally incapacitated 
to perform the duties of executive, and Gallagher and Boxton cer- 
tainly ought to be wearing stripes in" San Quentin. There is room 
to doubt Sehmitz's guilt, but there is no room for doubt in regard to 
Gallagher and Boxton. 
Both have confessed to numerous felonies. 


However, The question demanding immediate settlement is who has 
the lawful right at this , time to exercise the authority of Ma} or. 
Everything else can wait a bit for determination, but this point 
should be determined at once. It ts a point, moreover, that cannot

Hoke Smith on the Negro.

In the course of his inaugural address, Hoke Smith, who has 


just become Governor of Georgia, said: 


"The Negro child should be taught manual labor and how to 


live. The Negro teacher should be selected less by book than by 
character examination. The Negro school should help the Negro, 
not injure him. Racial differences cannot be overcome by misguided 
philanthropists." 


T^aken by itself; this statement can be accepted universally. It 


applies to whites equally with blacks. It is sound philosophy in any 
country. Unfortunately Governor Smith uses it to emphasize as 
argument that the Negro shall be condemned to a perpetual condi- 
tion of political and industrial inferiority. That the Negro should be 
morally and industrially trained is beyond question, but the-training 
should not be predicated on the theory that he must aspire to be 
nothing more than a hewer of wood and a drawer of water. He has 
an inalienable right to aspire to any station, any position in the body 
politic for \vhich his talents, character and attainments fit him. 
The theory that his color is an insuperable bar to his elevation by 
evofutionary process is untenable.

Governments promptly repudiate their 


detected secret service agents, and diplomatically announce that.th'e 
information the agents are furtively seeking has not been sought by 
official authority. The mendacity and hypocrisy of such disavowals 
are recognized in every Cabinet, but a pretense is made of accepting 
them at their face value. Our own government is gathering^all the 
information it can regarding the military and naval strength of 
Japan, and it would be strange if Japan should neglect to inform 
herself regarding the United States. Every civilized nation main- 
tains a spy system. This does not look pretty, but it is true, and 
every nation testifies that it is shameful by denying the truth.

vide for themselves, hava been notified 
by the Stx Companies and the Chinese 
consul that there are ample accommo- 
dations for them on the Atameda side 
of the bar. 
The Oakland camp ha* a population 


of 110 people, for the most part women . 
and children. It has accomodatlons 
for an additional 500. With the prts- 
pect of an Influx from 
Portsmouth 


square, houses that nave not been oc- 
cupied heretofore are being overhauled 
and refurnished, the lighting facilities 
are to be Increased and aditlonal wa- 
ter supply is being planned. 


OCCUPIES TWO BLOCKS. 


The Oakland Chines* refugee camp 


wa!< constructed after the big tire 
under the supervision of Major Irwin, 
the cost being defrayed by the Chi- 
nese government and the Six Compan- 
ies. 
At the time there were many 


homeless Chinese refugees 19 the Ala- 
meda county cities, and when Si Chen- 
tung Liang, who was then ambassador 
at Washington, came here to look af- 
ter his countrymen, he issued Instruc- 
tions for well-equipped refuge camp at 
the junction of Fortieth and Grove 
strrets. 


Two blocks of land were secured and 


upon them a miniature 
city, 
with 


streets and aleys, water and electric 
light, was built. Fred Hill, who was 
chief clerk of the Occidental hotel in 
San Francisco for ten years, and who 
was. an intimate friend of the Chinese 


has been .teaching forty-five children 
the rudiments of an American primary 
school education. 
Tb« camp is also 


provided with & cfaspel, where the Sal- 
vation army holds services every Sun- 
day morning, which ar» attended by 
many of the refugees. - 
** 


In their new surrounding* the Chi* 
nese have flourished and appear con- 
tented. An abundance of sunshine and 
fresh atr and the abaence of narrow 
alleys and filthy environment has been 
of special benefit to the children. They 
are healthy and their mothers mem 
pleased to remain. 


ONLY THREE MEN. 


The ground WAS teased for 
two 
years, so the camp will be continued 
for another year. There are but three 
men Irving m the camp. 
The 
bands of the women are for the most 
part engaged at various kinds of work 
elsewhere and take care to see that 
their families are well provided for. 
In addition the women and the older 
children are industrious 
and 
earn 


money In many instances by sewing 
and doing fancy work. 
. , 


They raise their own vegetables in 


gardens they have made in the center 
of the aleys. 
There Is a duck and 


chicken pen, run on the community of 
interest plan. 


Si Chentung Liang, 
the 
retiring 


Chinese ambassador, who sailed for 
home on the Korea last Tuesday, spent 
Monday afternoon In the camp Witt 
Consul Sun Zee Te and pronounced 
conditions under which the camp was 
conducted as excellent and Instructed 
the Six Companies to locate there as 
many destitute Chinese women and 
children as the camp would accommo- 
date.
